is Latin indeed, but.crude and 
harſh 3 Barclay's pleaſant and - 
fiorid, but not Latin. - I ſhall 
endeayour- to. prove what-T -: 
have. ſaid by. this one example, 
viz. Priolus, in the Book of 
his Hiſtory, ſpeaking of the 
affairs and commotions in Ex- 
gland, violently tending to the 
deſtruction and ruine of that 
moſt happy Kingdom, endea- 
vours-to give us a Character 
of Charles the Firſt , the beſt 
of Kings; and of Cromwell like- 


{| wiſe, the worſt of Subjects. 


King Charles the Firſt , he de- 
ſcribesin theſe words; Charles, 
.a perſon of. a moſt, mild diſpoſti- 
on, not prone to revenge by a due 
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ſeverity, poſſeſſed the Kingdom 
by deſcent from his Anceflours ; 
who. abhorring the height of bu- 
fineſs , as one who was too much 
in love with eaſe, committed 
both' himſelf and his affairs to 
znfaithfull counſels. Hence aroſe 
the cauſe of all thoſe evils to 
the beſt of Kings, through the 
enuy eſpecially , not ſo much of 
Fairfax as, of Cromwell, who 
watrhd his opportunity to take 
adwantage of the King's over- 
fights. Whilſt Charles's mind 
was thus exempt from cares, he 
wrought ſo effeciually that no part 
of the Kingdom was free from in- 
fedion. . And now fury and am- 
bition took up arms againſt the 
Iiing, and taid hands on him 
profirate ; who began though late 


10 
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to be mindfull of bis cauſe and re» 
putation : but now, thouph in 
greatneſs of reſolution inferious 
to no Prince, he had loft the dif 
poſal of himſelf ; and he, whonz 
nothing but his own goodneſs could 
make a captive , was compelled , 
by the villany of others , to mant- 
feft to the world his wertues. 
On the contrary, of Cromwell 
he ſays thus ; Cromwell a man 
of great courage and counſel , 
moſt ſubtile in pleaſing, came

Then more 
rn 1s forced upon the Bakers every 
year than they can put off, and what's 
left upon their hands the Exchequer 
buys back again at the firſt price of 
Ducats. This is explained, &c. and by 
this invention now continued for thir- 
ty years, he writes that the Pope's 
Countrey is ſo deſolate, that a great 
part of the Land, becaule it cannat be 
usd to advantage, lyes quite neglected, 
but that the Magiſtrates of Gexeva are 
contented with ſmall gain. Other 
things which he commends at Geneva, 
are the publick Frugality which ap- 
pears by the ſmalneſs of their ſtipends, 
the number of Learned Men, the Ci- 
vility of the Inhabitants , the exa;

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and" /taly. One thing he finds fault 
with, that the Governours of Towns 
and Villages which are ſubject to the 
City gain mightily by the Muldts of 
the Inhabitants, which ſerves for their 
Salary. He tells us how the ill conſe- 
quences of Bandyings and Factions , 
which were uſed in the EleCtion of 
Officers were lately prevented by a 
wholfome Law. He ſays, the City , 
which of it ſelf is not over ſtrong , 
owes its Security as well to the num- 
ber and courage of her Citizens and 
Inhabitants, who all bear Arms, as to 
the emulation of the neighbouring 
Princes, for equally conſerving the So- 
ciety and Friendſhip of Sw:rzerland, 
Yet 'again he adviſes of the dangerous 
neighbourhood of France in Burgundy. 
He obſerv'd a notable difference 1n the 
Laws relating to Religion ; for the 
Men of Berne and other Cities of Swf- 
zerland which follow the reformed 
Religion,, onely command their Syb- 
jets, if any diſſent therefrom; to go _ 
out of their Dominions , and permir .
